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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


Are  Fraternities  Threatened? 

THE  FUTURE  of  college  fraternities  is  just  now  en- 
gaging  the   attention   of   writers,    and    that   of   the 
fraternities  themselves. 

An  interesting  article  on  the  sub- 
ject recently  appeared  in  the  New 
York  Times  magazine.  Several  fac- 
tors, it  appears,  have  been  contri- 
buting to  bring  about  a  condition 
not  altogether  healthy  for  these 
Greek  letter  societies. 

The  economic  situation,  of 
course,  is  the  primary  one  which 
affects  their  stability.  Students  find 
it  hard  to  provide  themselves  with 
sufficient  funds  to  meet  the  neces- 
sary expenses  incident  to  attending 
college,  and  consequently  have  not 
the  means  for  the  additional  cost, 
sometimes  unreasonably  heavy, 
which  belonging  to  a  fraternity  en- 
tails. Moreover,  in  many  of  the 
large  institutions,  palatial  chapter 
houses  have  been  erected,  costing 
as  much  as  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
and  even  more.  Most  of  these  were 
built  when  a  spirit  of  optimism  pre- 
vailed, and  no  hesitation  was  felt 
in  placing  mortgages  on  the  prop- 
erty to  meet  building  costs,  which 
have  never  been  paid  off. 

In  many  institutions  chapter 
houses  face  foreclosure.  A  notable 

instance,  pointed  out  in  the  article  referred  to,  was  the 
abandonment  of  a  chapter  house,  that  of  Alpha  Delta  Phi 
at  Yale,  which  recently  closed  its  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollar  house. 

The  economic  situation  was  bound  to  have  its  effect  on 
Greek  letter  societies,  as  it  has  affected  every  business, 
corporate  or  otherwise.  But  if  and  when  the  situation 
improves,  and  we  reach  anything  like  what  may  be  called 
normal  times  again,  there  seems  no  reason  why  the  fra- 
ternity should  not  regain  its  lost  strength,  as  any  busi- 
ness might  be  expected  to  do. 

A  further  reason  assigned  as  affecting  the  status  of  the 
fraternity  is  the  social  grouping  or  house  system  which 
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now  obtains  at  Harvard  and  Yale.  It  is  thought  by  some 
that  this  system  provides  a  social  atmosphere  which  makes 
the  fraternity  of  little  consequence. 

It  is  exceedingly  doubtful  whether  the  house  system 
will  operate  against  fraternities  as 
suggested.  Where  the  house  system 
obtains,  the  group  runs  as  high  as 
two  hundred,  while  a  fraternity 
chapter,  even  in  the  large  univer- 
sities, seldom  reaches  fifty.  The 
average  chapter  throughout  the 
country  hardly  exceeds  twenty.  If 
the  chapter  group  is  large,  of  neces- 
sity there  is  less  intimacy  between 
the  members,  and  the  big  chapters 
are  in  danger  of  breaking  down  for 
this  very  reason.  By  the  same  pro- 
cess of  reasoning,  there  cannot  be 
much  intimacy  or  close  comradeship 
when  the  group  is  as  large  as  the 
house  group  at  Yale  and  Harvard. 

At  some  schools,  notably  Swarth- 
more  and  Yale,  fraternities  do 
appear  to  be  in  a  precarious  situa- 
tion. And  there  are  fraternity  men 
who  hold  that  the  college  fraternity 
is  already  doomed,  especially  in  in- 
stitutions located  in  urban  centers. 
There  are  others,  however,  who  take 
the  position  that  while  there  was  a 
distinct  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
initiates  a  few  years  back,  this  loss 
has  been  more  than  recovered  dur- 
ing the  past  year  when  in  the  greater 
part  of  the  country  fraternities  did  a  thriving  business  in 
new  initiates.  These  latter  predict  that  the  fraternity  will 
reach  a  higher  plane  than  ever  before. 

What  appears  to  be  a  still  more  important  factor  which 
may  materially  affect  the  fraternities  is  that  a  more  serious 
attitude  toward  education  has  manifested  itself  among 
students;  it  is  said  they  see  no  useful  purpose  served  by 
the  fraternity,  nor  where  it  contributes  anything  toward 
the  object  for  which  they  are  at  college,  namely,  the  se- 
curing of  an  education.  It  might  be  said  parenthetically 
that  if  this  be  true,  and  the  student  is  determined  to  get 
from  the  college  what  he  ostensibly  went  there  for,  the 
loss  that  might  accrue  from  the  passing  of  the  fraternity 
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would  more  than  be  offset  by  the  gain.  It  is  certainly  true, 
however,  that  the  view  of  fraternities  as  taken  by  the 
student  himself  goes  to  the  very  foundation  of  the  system, 
and  if  he  seems  to  attach  little  importance  to  membership 
in  the  fraternity,  in  the  very  nature  of  things  the  system 
will  decay. 

But  is  this  true,  generally  speaking?  Americans  are  the 
greatest  "joiners"  the  world  has  ever  known.  Witness  the 
fraternal  orders  almost  without  number,  civic  groups, 
patriotic  societies,  so-called,  and  organizations  of  all  kinds 
and  with  all  sorts  of  objects,  and  even  without  any  ap- 
parent object  whatever. 

The  fraternity  system  is  peculiarly  an  American  insti- 
tution, and  has  existed  for  more  than  one  hundred  years. 
And  while  a  man  after  leaving  college  generally  loses 
touch  with  his  fraternity,  and  often  his  interest,  it  is  some- 
what surprising  how  many  men,  although  a  quarter  of  a 
century  may  have  elapsed  since  they  trod  a  college  campus 
as  students,  still  feel  a  genuine  interest  in  the  fraternity 
of  which  they  were  members,  and  how  delighted  they  are 
to  meet  a  brother  from  some  other  chapter,  of  whom  they 
may  never  have  heard.  Almost  at  once  there  is  established 
between  them  an  intimacy  which  would  doubtless  take 
years  to  bring  about  save  for  this  one  bond. 

Man  is  a  gregarious  animal,  and  men  will  form  groups 
and  flock  together.  With  the  fraternity  system,  so  long 
entrenched  in  our  educational  life,  and  considering  also 
the  American  predilection  for  "joining,"  in  the  opinion 
of  the  writer,  the  fraternity  will  continue  to  play  a  large 
part  in  the  social  life  of  our  educational  institutions. 

Justice  Louis  S.  Epes 

IN  THE  DEATH  of  Justice  Louis  S.  Epes  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia,  Hampden-Sydney 
has  lost  one  of  her  most  distinguished  sons. 

A  Southside  Virginian  himself,  he  received  his  academic 
education  at  this  Southside  institution,  from  which  he- 
graduated  in  the  class  of  1900  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.  and 
B.  S.,  in  1901  taking  his  Master's  degree.  After  teaching 
for  several  years,  he  entered  the  law  school  at  Washington 
and  Lee  University,  from  which  he  graduated  with  high 
honor,  and  at  once  began  the  practice  of  law,  first  in 
Lexington,  and  then  at  his  home  town  of  Blackstone. 

It  was  as  mayor  of  the  town  of  Blackstone  that  his 
political  career  began.  Later  he  was  elected  to  the  Senate 
of  Virginia,  in  which  he  rendered  a  high  type  of  service, 
resigning  during  his  second  term  to  become  a  member  of 
the  State  Corporation  Commission,  where  his  work  was 
outstanding.  From  this  position  he  went  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  where  he  at  once  again  proved  his  high  worth 
and  ability. 

In  placing  an  estimate  on  a  man,  wc  first  look  to  his 
characteristics.  There  was  nothing  negative  about  Judge 
Epes;  his  traits  stood  out  in  bold  relief.  First  there  was 
his  indefatigable  industry,  then  his  impeccable  integrity, 
his  unswerving  courage  and  unwillingness  to  yield  one 
jot  or  vary  one  hair  from  that  which  he  believed  to  be 
right.  He  was  conscientious  almost  to  a  fault,  if  such  a 
thing  can  be  possible.  Yet,  notwithstanding  this  code 
which  he  set  for  himself,  he  was  liberal  toward  the  opinions 
of  others,  and  had  no  quarrel  with  those  who  differed  with 
him.  Neither  did  he  seek  to  impress  his  views  on  others, 
though  ready  firmly  to  maintain  by  argument  his  own 
position. 


He  was  a  prodigious  student,  and  one  of  great  thor- 
oughness. The  opinions  handed  down  by  him  reflect  the 
immense  research  and  labor  which  he  expended.  Though 
occasionally  some  of  his  opinions  were  considered  too 
long,  their  force  and  ability  were  never  questioned.  He 
was  regarded  by  his  colleagues  as  a  treasure  house  of 
learning  which  was  of  incalculable  value  to  them,  and  on 
which  they  drew  freely. 

After  five  years  on  the  bench,  he  had  just  reached  the 
point  where  he  could  render  the  most  valuable  service. 
His  place  among  the  State's  outstanding  jurists  had 
already  been  fixed,  but  had  he  lived  another  five  years,  he 
would  unquestionably  have  reached  such  eminence  as  to 
rank  among  the  really  great  judges  which  Virginia  has 
given  to  the  State  and  to  the  Nation. 

Another  trait  was  unfailing  loyalty  to  his  friends.  No 
one  could  have  been  more  dependable,  and  his  wise  coun- 
sel was  always  at  their  command,  nor  was  he  behind-hand 
in  material  aid  to  the  limit  of  his  ability. 

Though  a  tireless  worker,  he  had  a  warming,  cheerful 
disposition,  and  entered  into  his  social  relations  with  a 
fine  spirit  of  comradeship,  so  that  his  friends  always  liked 
to  linger  in  his  company. 

Keenly  interested  in  the  subject  of  government, 
Justice  Epes  was  an  acute  observer  of  state  and  national 
politics,  discussing  among  his  friends  with  remarkable 
clearness  the  trend  of  the  times,  now  and  then,  it  is  true, 
not  without  anxiety. 

In  the  prime  of  life,  being  in  his  fifty-third  year,  and 
just  ready  in  his  chosen  occupation  to  render  the  highest 
service — valuable  though  his  contribution  to  his  state 
had  already  been,  as  legislator,  member  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Commission,  and  as  Judge  of  our  highest  court — had 
his  life  been  prolonged  even  a  few  years,  that  service 
would  have  been  conspiciously  and  materially  added  to. 

Judge  Epes  had  the  vision  of  a  young  man,  but  at  the 
same  time  did  not  lose  his  grasp  on  the  finer  things  of  the 
generations  which  had  gone  before.  Fundamentals  with 
him  remained  unchanged  while  he  looked  always  and 
steadfastly  into  the  future. 


Eighty-Five  Years  Young 

THE  CLINTON,  MISSOURI,  Daily  News  of  Decem- 
ber 6,  1934,  has  the  following  to  say  of  our  dis- 
tinguished alumnus,  Clement  C.  Dickinson  of  the  Class  of 
1869 :  "Thursday  was  the  85th  birthday  of  that  Grand  Old 
Man  of  Missouri  Democracy,  Hon.  C.  C.  Dickinson,  of 
Clinton. 

Many  friends  who  remembered  the  fact  dropped  in  at 
the  office  to  tender  him  their  congratulations  and  good 
wishes.  They  found  him  busy  with  personal  correspond- 
ence,  apparently  not  heedful  that  another  year  had  been 
added  to  his  long  and  useful  life.  He  looks  younger  and 
more  vigorous  day  by  day,  and  preserves  that  calm 
demeanor  and  sense  of  brotherliness  toward  all,  with  a 
keen  sense  of  humor  and  affection  for  his  friends — these 
including  the  whole  community  and  surrounding  country." 

Having  served  with  distinction  in  the  United  States 
House  of  Representatives  for  many  years,  Mr.  Dickinson 
has  retired  from  public  life  and  is  spending  the  evening  of 
his  days  in  the  quiet  of  his  happy  home.

THE  first  term  reports  were  unusually  good.  More  men 
made  the  honor  rolls  than  ever  before,  fewer  men  are 
on  probation  than  usual ;  and  the  freshman  class,  coming 
up  to  the  expectations  based  on  Dr.  Allan's  report  that 
they  were  intellectually  above  the  average  for  freshmen, 
made  a  very  fine  showing,  certainly  above  the  average 
for  Hampden-Sydney  freshmen. 

The  first  honor  roll,  consisting  of  those  averaging 
eighty-five  or  more  with  no  grade  below  eighty  was  made 
by  sixteen  Seniors,  ten  Juniors,  ten  Sophomores,  and 
twenty  Freshmen. 

The  second  honor  roll,  consisting  of  those  averaging 
eighty  or  more  with  no  grade  below  seventy-six  was  made 
by  fifteen  Seniors,  nine  Juniors,  seventeen  Sophomores, 
and  twenty-three  Freshmen. 

Fifty-six  men  on  the  first  honor  roll,  sixty-four  on  the 
second  honor  roll.  Total,  one  hundred  and  twenty,  out  of  a 
student  body  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  or  more 
than  thirty-six  per  cent .

Calibrating  Our  Collegians

THE  usual  fresh  avalanche  of  youth  descended  upon 
our  campus  last  Fall.  It  is  fascinating  to  speculate 
that  one  of  these  bright-eyed  sprigs  whose  staccato 
sound  off  "  is  music  to  Sophomore  ears  may  turn  out  to  be 
another  William  Henry  Harrison,  a  "savior  of  his  country" 
mayhap.  To  delve  into  such  teeming  possibilities  we  ap- 
plied to  the  unsuspecting  Freshmen  a  more  varied  battery 
of  tests  than  ever  before. 

First  there  is  the  inevitable  intelligence  test.  We  used 
again  the  standard  type  of  "brain-meter"  adopted  last 
year,  this  time  with  more  flattering  results.  The  plotted 
curve  of  the  collective  I.  Q.  for  the  Class  of  '38  forges  ahead 
of  the  national  curve  for  Freshmen  at  all  points  save  the 
ten  percentile  score  where  it  is  one  point  behind  and  the 
sixty  percentile  score  where  it  runs  just  abreast.  The 
difference  is  never  more  than  three  points  but  three  points 
on  this  test  may  mean  a  year  of  development.  Compared 
then  with  colleges  of  our  class,  liberal  arts  colleges  with  no 
specially  restrictive  entrance  requirements,  this  Freshman 
Class  is  distinctly  above  average,  notably  at  the  top  end. 
In  fact,  we  think  it  a  fair  inference  that  no  college  in  the 
South  has  a  larger  proportion  of  very  bright  Freshmen  this 
year.  Nevertheless — alas  there  is  always  a  'but' — at  the 
lower  end  of  the  scale  the  intellectual  caliber  of  our  Fresh- 
men is  barely  average  or  worse.  This  is  a  continuing  blot 
on  our  record  the  remedy  for  which  we  have  vainly 
reiterated  in  these  columns.  So  red  the  rose,  so  green  the 
frosh,  it  will  be  said.  Yes,  but  better  bright  green  than  dull 
green. 

In  the  Class  of  '38,  engineers'  sons,  ministers'  sons  and 
lawyers'  sons  lead  the  rest  in  average  intelligence  in  this 
order.  Sons  of  skilled  workmen  are  lowest.  Businessmen's 
sons  who  comprise  40%  of  the  class  arc  just  average  though 
with  a  very  wide  range  of  ability.  There  are  no  bankers' 
sons  this  year! 


Freshmen  who  are  youngest  in  their  families  average  up 
the  brightest.  Those  who  are  only  children  come  a  close 
second.  Saturday's  child  may  be  the  proverbial  orphan 
but  in  this  class  it  is  the  oldest  child  who  brings  up  the 
rear.  Freshmen  born  in  October  tend  to  surpass  the  others 
with  August,  March  and  June  coming  next  in  order  as 
auspicious  birth  months.  These,  of  course,  are  all  acci- 
dental differences,  since  psychologists  have  piled  up  a 
mountain  of  statistical  evidence  to  show  that  inborn  in- 
telligence is  no  respecter  of  times  and  seasons.  The  size  of 
family  is  a  different  matter.  Yet  in  reverse  of  the  usual 
order,  it  is  Freshmen  from  families  of  five  children  that 
have  the  best  of  it  in  "gray  matter"  with  those  from 
families  of  three  next  and  only  children  a  close  third.  A 
more  significant  and  universal  finding  is  the  following: 
Freshmen  from  cities,  towns  and  rural  districts  average 
45,  42  and  40  respectively,  where  44  is  the  median  figure 
for  the  whole  class.  City  schools  and  libraries  show  their 
influence  here. 

What  of  the  spiritual  capacities  of  our  Freshmen? 
There  is  no  known  test  for  these  intangible  qualities  but  a 
standard  Religious  Belief  test  introduced  this  year  has 
given  some  very  striking  results.  A  list  of  twenty-five 
Christian  doctrinal  and  cosmic  beliefs  is  presented  to  each 
student  and  he  is  asked  to  mark  each  one  A,  B,  C,  D  or  E, 
according  to  his  honest  belief  or  disbelief.  Signature  is 
optional  to  encourage  sincerity  in  marking.  This  test  has 
been  given  to  thousands  of  students  in  various  colleges 
especially  in  the  Middle  West.  Our  results  indicate  that 
Hampden-Sydney  Freshmen  are  much  more  orthodox  or 
conservative  in  their  beliefs  than  the  average  college 
Freshman.  Their  index  of  belief  is  87%  as  compared  with 
78%  for  the  whole  group.  Their  percentage  of  disbelief  is 
5%  compared  with  11%  for  the  average.  Of  the  various 
denominations  listed,  only  the  United  Presbyterians  and 
Lutherans  exceed  ours  in  staunchness  of  belief  and  that  by 
a  very  small  margin. 

On  fundamental  beliefs  like  the  Existence  of  God  and 
the  Deity  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Freshmen  are  unusually 
sound,  being  95%  and  96%  absolute  believers,  as  compared 
with  88%  and  82%  for  the  average  Freshmen.  Nor  is  there 
any  positive  disbelief  among  our  Freshmen  on  these  points. 
These  is  some  doubt  about  the  Existence  of  Hell  and  of  the 
Devil,  but  only  2%  positively  disbelieve.  Only  a  minority 
now  believe  with  certainty  that  the  world  was  created  in 
six  solar  days  or  in  "present-day  miracles."  Hampden- 
Sydney  Freshmen  stand  out  from  the  general  run  of  Fresh- 
men in  their  unusually  staunch  belief  in  the  inspiration  of 
the  Bible,  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  the  genuineness  of 
Bible  miracles  and  the  immortality  of  the  soul. 

What  effect  does  a  college  education  have  upon  re- 
ligious faith?  Some  very  disquieting  answers  have  been 
given.  We  have  recently  administered  this  very  same  test 
of  Religious  Beliefs  to  about  seventy  of  our  Juniors  and 
Seniors.  In  the  other  colleges  tested  there  was  a  distinct 
drop  from  Freshman  to  Senior  year  of  about  14%  in 
general  belief.  At  Hampden-Sydney  the  difference  is  less 
than  2%.  It  was  reassuring  to  find  that  our  Juniors  and 
Seniors  have  stronger  absolute  beliefs  than  the  Freshmen 
in  such  fundamentals  as  the  Existence  of  God,  the  ex- 
istence and  immortality  of  the  soul,  the  validity  of  the 
Ten  Commandments  and  the  doctrine  that  "Christ  died 
to  save  sinners."  As  compared  with  other  colleges  our 
Seniors  and  Juniors  far  exceed  the  others  in  belief  in  the 
Holy  Spirit,  a  Final  Day  of  Judgment,  Heaven  and  the 
genuineness  of  Christ's  miracles.    Strange  to  say  they  are 
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subnormal  in  belief  in  the  Power  of  Prayer,  this  being  I  heir 
one  deplorable  weak  point.  They  are  inclined  1"  be 
skeptical  of  the  "resurrection  of  the  body"  and  of  creation 
in  "six  solar  days"  and  they  have  less  faith  in  present-day 
miracles  than  the  average  college  Senior.  There  is  just  one 
outright  skeptic  among  them  (out  of  seventy)  as  compared 
with  none  among  the  Freshmen  here  and  15%  among  the 
Seniors  of  other  colleges.  We  may  summarize  all  this  as 
follows:  (1)  On  most  vital,  basic  beliefs  of  Christianity  our 
Juniors  and  Seniors  are  sounder  than  our  Freshmen;  on 
matters  of  "secondary  beliefs"  they  are  more  liberal  than 
the  Freshmen.  (2)  The  cultural  and  scientific  training  at 
Hampden-Sydney  on  the  whole  strengthens  rather  than 
weakens  the  Christian  faith  of  the  students.  (3)  The 
Hampden-Sydney  Senior  emerges  from  college,  not  a  rock- 
ribbed  conservative,  but  nevertheless  with  a  much  more 
clean-cut,  stalwart  faith  than  the  typical  Senior  from  the 
average  college.  All  this  was  to  be  expected.  It  is  a  large 
part  of  what  Hampden-Sydney  exists  for. 

Returning  to  our  sheep,  as  the  French  say,  in  emo- 
tionality, constructive  imagination,  free  association  and 
speed  of  reaction,  the  Class  of  '38  is  just  about  normal 
with  the  usual  wide  range  of  individuality.  Speaking  of 
emotional  adjustment,  it  seems  that  Olympian  serenity 
belongs  to  the  farmers'  sons  in  this  class  while  the  engi- 
neers' sons  still  lead  in  neurotic  unrest.  The  one  weak  spot 
in  our  Freshmen  is  their  defective  English  vocabulary. 
Perhaps  the  Sophomores  will  supply  them  with  verbs  and 
the  Faculty  with  adjectives. 


"Bisch"at  Old  Rehoboth

THE  influence  and 
spirit  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College  is 
often  found  in  unex- 
pected places.  The 
Old  First  Presbyte- 
rian Church  in  Ameri- 
ca, located  at  Reho- 
both on  the  Eastern 
Shore  of  Maryland, 
has  been  saved  from 
extinction  and  built 
up  again  into  a  vig- 
orous rural  church  un- 
der the  leadership  of 
an  alumnus  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. While  in 
the  Old  College  he  was 
trained  in  those  quali- 
ties of  character  which 
have  made  it  possible 
for  him  to  overcome 
difficulties,  to  fight  on 
bravely  and  persist- 
ently, until  to-day  his 
achievements  are  be- 
ing recognized  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  large.  The  spirit  of  tenacity  which 
he  manifested  on  the  Tiger  Football  Team  during  col-

lege  days  has  been  very  evident   during  these  days  at 
Rehoboth. 

"  Tis  not  the  gale  bit/  the  set  of  the  sail 
Thai  determines  lite  way  we  t;<>." 

To  Hermann  Bischof  of  the  Class  of  '09,  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  America,  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  in 
preserving  for  other  generations  the  old  church  built  by 
the  father  of  Presbyterianism,  Rev.  Francis  Makemie,  in 
1706,  and  in  establishing  it  upon  such  a  strong  foundation. 
Surely  Mr.  Bischof  was  sent  to  Rehoboth  by  a  Divine 
Providence. 

Upon  his  graduation  from  Union  Seminary  at  Rich- 
mond, Mr.  Bischof  spent  five  years  in  the  Home  Mission 
work  in  West  Virginia.  Due  to  overwork  during  the  in- 
fluenza epidemic  of  1918,  he  had  a  break-down  in  health, 
and  spent  many  months  in  a  hospital  at  Bluefield,  West 
Virginia.  The  doctors  told  him  frankly  that  he  would 
never  be  able  to  preach  again,  but  the  Lord  had  other 
work  for  him  to  do.  Advised  by  his  physican  that  a  sea- 
food diet  would  be  beneficial  to  him,  he  purchased  a  small 
farm  of  six  acres  near  Marion,  Maryland,  that  he  might 
be  near  the  seashore  and  planned  to  raise  chickens  for  a 
livelihood.  He  was  a  sick  man  and  a  total  stranger  when 
he  arrived  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  in  the  fall 
of  1919. 

The  Old  Rehoboth  Presbyterian  Church  was  six  miles 
distant.  The  church's  life  was  at  its  lowest  ebb,  less  than 
thirty  members  on  the  roll,  and  only  a  handful  attending 
an  occasional  service.  For  two  years  the  church  had  been 
pastorless.  At  intervals  a  service  was  conducted  by  a 
student  from  Princeton  Seminary.  The  sentiment  was 
growing  that  the  time  had  come  to  close  the  old  church. 
Just  at  this  moment  the  Lord  brought  his  sick  servant  in 
touch  with  this  almost  lifeless  church.  There  took  place 
in  a  few  years  two  miracles — the  preacher  was  restored 
to  health  and  strength,  and  the  old  church  to  life  and 
usefulness. 

In  the  Spring  of  1920  the  few  members  invited  a  Prince- 
ton Seminary  student  to  preach  for  them  on  a  certain 
Sunday,  but  the  student  was  prevented  from  coming.  One 
of  the  elders  living  near  Mr.  Bischof  invited  him  to  preach 
that  Sunday  at  the  old  church.  Immediately  the  little 
group  recognized  his  ability  as  a  preacher  of  the  Word, 
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and  in  a  few  weeks  extended  to  him  a  unanimous  call  to 
become  their  pastor.  Mr.  Bischof's  health  would  not  per- 
mit him  to  accept  the  call  then,  so  for  a  year  he  supplied 
the  church,  but  upon  the  improvement  of  his  health  he 
accepted  the  call  in  1921. 

When  one  looks  back  over  the  past  fourteen  years,  we 
know  that  as  Makemie  was  directed  of  the  Lord  to  the 
Shore  of  Eastern  Maryland  to  plant  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  America,  so  was  Mr.  Bischof  divinely  guided  to 
this  field,  for  they  have  been  years  of  abundant  blessings. 
All  that  the  pastor  found  was  a  dilapidated  old  building 
and  a  discouraged  little  band.  Space  permits  only  the 
enumeration  of  things  accomplished  for  the  Lord  under 
the  leadership  of  this  pastor. 

In  1924  one  acre  of  ground  adjoining  the  church  prop- 
erty was  purchased,  and  a  manse  with  all  modern  con- 
veniences was  erected  at  a  cost  of  over  $6,000.  In  1926 
the  old  Church  building  was  renovated,  electric  lights 
put  in,  and  a  pipe  organ  installed.  In  1929  a  modern 
Brick  Social  Hall,  80  feet  by  36  feet,  was  erected  at  a  cost 
of  $9,000.  This  building  contains  an  auditorium,  stage, 
Sunday  School  rooms,  up-to-date  kitchen.  This  building 
has  become  the  Social  Center  of  the  Community,  and  here 
"Bisch"  who  played  on  the  Tiger  Teams,  coaches  his 
basket  ball  teams  for  the  boys  and  girls  during  the  winter 
months. 

The  Church  has  not  only  grown  in  material  equipment 
during  these  years,  but  its  membership  is  now  one  hundred 
and  sixty  active  members,  with  a  fine  church  program,  a 
live  and  progressive  Sunday  School,  Young  People's 
work,  and  a  D.  V.  B.  School. 

Not  only  is  Mr.  Bischof  a  leader  among  his  own  people, 
but  is  one  of  the  most  beloved  men  in  the  county.  A  few 
years  ago  when  the  Bank  at  Marion  failed,  the  depositors 
and  stockholders  elected  Mr.  Bischof,  as  Chairman,  of 
the  reorganization  committee,  and  he  was  the  guiding 
spirit  that  put  the  institution  on  a  firm  financial  basis. 
He  is  continually  being  sought  to  lead  progressive  and 
benevolent  movements  in  his  community. 

He  has  been  honored  by  his  Presbytery — New  Castle — 
by  being  placed  on  its  most  important  committees.  This 
year  he  was  selected  as  a  Commissioner  to  the  General 
Assembly  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  recognition  of  the  splen- 
did work  he  has  done,  and  the  part  he  played  in  the  250th 
Celebration  of  Organized  Presbyterianism  in  America, 
held  October  4,  1933. 

Although  he  has  his  hands  full  with  his  program  in 
his  own  field,  yet  he  has  found  time  to  take  care  of  a 
mission  church  in  another  community.  From  time  to 
time  he  takes  special  courses  of  study  at  leading  Semi- 
naries. 

Hampden-Sydney  College  should  feel  honored  that 
one  of  her  sons  has  rendered  such  distinguished  service  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  preserving  and  building  anew 
this  old  church  that  she  may  continue  her  witness  for  the 
Master  through  the  coming  years.  It  is  becoming  more 
and  more  a  shrine  for  Presbyterians,  and  each  year  a 
larger  number  of  visitors  are  recorded  on  the  Church's 
guest  book.  President  Roosevelt  and  his  party  visited  the 
Church  last  April. 

Mr.  Bischof  is  now  planning  to  restore  the  old  building 
on  the  inside  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Francis  Makemie, 
this  to  be  the  cap-stone  of  his  building  achievements  at 
Rehoboth.  We  thank  God  for  the  Old  College  on  "The 
Hill"  which  is  continually  training  men  for  such  conspicu- 
ous service  in  the  Church.

Dr.  A.  L.  Tynes  is  continually  putting  us  under  obligation  by  his 
many  acts  of  kindness.  His  last  gift  is  "The  Buttermilk  Tree,"  by 
Nura  (Mrs.  Nura  Woodson  *  *  *  ),  a  descendant  of  "two  loyal 
Virginians,"  as  she  expressed  it  in  her  note  of  presentation. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Binford,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  continues  his  much 
appreciated  benefactions.

A  Letter  of  the  60's 

Hampden-Sydney  College 
November  5,  1866 
Mr.  S.  Neblett 
Dear  Sir: 

A  friend  in  need  is  a  friend  indeed,  says  the  old  adage, 
and  we  the  undersigned,  a  committee  selected  by  the  ' '  Old 
Phip  Society"  of  Hampden-Sydney  to  solicit  contributions 
from  our  old  members,  most  earnestly  and  respectfully 
entreat  you  that  you  will  come  to  our  assistance. 

Our  hall  is  sadly  in  want  of  a  carpet;  our  curtains  are 
worn  out;  our  lamps  broken;  and  many  books  lost — all 
occasioned  by  the  war. 

We  therefore  beg  that  you  will  come  to  the  rescue  and 
assist  us  in  refitting  our  beloved  Alma  Mater.  We  have 
none  to  look  to  but  our  old  members ;  we  are  few  in  number 
and  are  perfectly  powerless  unless  you  who  have  once 
graced  the  old  hall,  come  to  our  assistance. 

No  matter  how  small  the  sum,  it  will  be  thankfully 
received.  The  Society  will  get  it  by  addressing  either  of 
the  committee-men  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Please  show  this  letter  to  anyone  whom  you  know  to 
have  belonged  to  the  Old  Phip,  and  solicit  contributions 
from  them.

The  original  of  this  letter  was  found  recently  in  an  old  book 
bought  in  Richmond  at  an  auction  store.   The  book  had  no  name  in 


it.  The  purchaser,  Mr.  \V.  Roland  Galvin,  of  the  Thomas  Jefferson 
High  School,  Richmond,  Virginia,  very  kindly  sent  it  to  our  College 
Library. 

The  letter  is  interesting  in  showing  what  the  students  of  1866 
"were  up  against."  At  that  time  the  two  literary  societies  were 
located  on  the  top  floor  of  Cushing  Hall,  in  the  central  part  of  the 
building.  The  Phip  Hall  was  on  the  south  side,  and  the  Union 
Society  on  the  north  side. 

The  letter  was  addressed  to  Mr.  Sterling  Neblett,  who  became 
a  physician  and  planter;  lived  in  Lunenburg  County,  Virginia,  and 
died  there  in  1880. 

T.  R.  Edmunds  was  Thomas  Richard  Edmunds,  who  graduated 
in  1867,  became  a  teacher,  and  died  in  Staunton,  Virginia,  Sep- 
tember 11,  1879;  and  is  buried  in  our  College  Cemetery,  with  his 
wife,  who  was  Miss  Margaret  Dickinson. 

Edward  Rae  Stamps  graduated  in  1867,  was  Lieutenant  in  the 
Confederate  States  Army,  was  a  lawyer,  and  died  in  Tarboro,  North 
Carolina,  April  30,  1891.  He  was  the  recipient  of  the  Senior  Orator's 
Medal  in  1867. 

George  William  Walker  was  an  A.  B.  and  an  A.  M.,  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  was  in  the  Confederate  States  Army;  for  many  years  was 
Professor  of  Latin  at  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute;  was  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  State  Teachers  College,  Farmville;  the 
father  of  our  Alumni  Secretary,  George  L.  Walker.  He  graduated  in 
1868,  and  died  in  1910.

"  I  am  glad  to  see  that  the  old  College  is  going  along  so  well,  and 
holding  its  own,  and  "then  some."  You  are  certainly  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  way  you  have  brought  the  College  out  of  the 
Doldrums 

"  Dr.  Mcllwaine  was  a  fine  teacher.  His  teaching  of  ethics  was  a 
wonderful  thing  for  me.  He  gave  me  principles  to  work  on  (backed 
up  by  illustrations  from  his  wide  experience),  which  are  still  shaping 
my  life.  I  have  always  felt  regret  that  I  did  not  write  and  tell  him  so. 
I  did  for  him  what  I  never  thought  of  doing  for  anyone  else — viz., 
took  an  extra  course  in  Philosophy!  I  never  cared  for  it  before  or 
after." 


The  Covenanters 

IN  THE  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  Magazine  Section 
of  November  25,  1934,  is  an  illustrated  article  on  the 
Presbyterian  Covenanters  of  Richmond,  Virginia. 

This  was  before  the  Boy  Scout  Movement  was  in- 
augurated. In  December,  1895,  a  group  of  boys  from  eight 
to  sixteen,  as  stated  in  this  article  in  the  Times-Dispatch, 
was  invited  by  Miss  Katherine  Hawes  to  meet  in  the 
primary  room  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church.  That 
was  the  starting  of  the  Covenanters,  and  the  movement 
spread  throughout  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
even  into  foreign  fields. 

In  the  Times-Dispatch  article  is  a  picture  of  a  group  of 
youngsters,  and  one  finds  in  this  group  Stuart  G.  Chris- 
tian, 1904;  William  B.  Christian,  1906;  and  Cabell  F. 
Fitzgerald,  1902.

THE  national  scholarship  cup  of  Theta  Kappa 
Nu  fraternity  has  been  won  by  Virginia  Beta 
chapter  of  Hampden-Sydney  by  virtue  of  its 
enviable  reabrd  of  last  year.  The  beautiful  trophy 
of  the  grand  council  is  now  on  its  way  to  the  local 
chapter. 

The  awarding  of  the  cup  rests  each  year  in  the 
hands  of  the  scholarship  committee  of  the  fra- 
ternity composed  of  three  prominent  educators. 
They  consider  not  only  the  bare  numerical  value 
of  each  chapter's  grades,  but  also  the  grades  in 
relation  to  the  average  of  the  student  body.  The 
number  of  honor  graduates  and  honor  roll  stu- 
dents, extra-curricular  activities,  and  the  stand- 
ards of  the  institution  are  also  considered.  It  was 
by  considering  scholarship  in  the  light  of  all  these 
influences  that  Virginia  Beta  was  awarded  first 
place  among  all  chapters  of  Theta  Kappa  Nu. 

Scholarship  an  Objective 

The  preeminence  of  the  local  chapter  in 
winning  the  national  award  is  realized  with  con- 
sideration of  the  fact  that  there  are  Theta  Kappa 
Nu  chapters  in  practically  every  state  in  the 
Union.  Throughout  the  history  of  the  national 
fraternity  it  has  held  as  one  of  its  major  objectives 
the  fostering  of  high  scholastic  standards,  and  for 
several  years  the  average  grades  of  Theta  Kappa 
Nu  have  been  well  above  the  combined  fraternity

Necrology 


Louis  Spencer  Epes,  1900,  died  in  Richmond,  February  14,  1935, 
of  an  attack  of  heart  disease.  His  had  been  a  distinquished  career. 
He  held  three  academic  degrees  from  Hampden-Sydney  College;  in 
his  youth  he  had  been  assistant  in  the  department  of  Mathematics 
in  Washington  and  Lee  LTniversity  and  was  a  B.  L.  of  the  Law  School 
there.  A  diligent  student  and  an  indefatigable  worker,  he  soon  rose 
to  prominence  at  the  bar;  was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate;  had 
served  with  distinction  on  the  State  Corporation  Commission;  and 
for  years  had  been  a  justice  of  the  Virginia  Court  of  Appeals  where 
his  talents  were  universally  recognized  and  his  splendid  qualities  of 
mind  and  character  were  fully  appreciated.  He  was  buried  in  his 
home-town,  Blackstone;  and  the  distinquished  company  which 
assembled  for  the  last  rites  abundantly  attested  the  high  regard  in 
which  Judge  Epes  was  held  by  his  fellow  citizens  of  the  State.  It  has 
been  decided  to  establish  the  Louis  Spencer  Epes  Memorial  Library 
as  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Nottoway's  most  distinguished 
citizen. 

William  A.  Sutherland,  '35,  a  student  the  past  session  at  Washing- 
ton and  Lee  University,  was  killed  in  an  automobile  accident  near 
Rice,  Virginia,  on  the  night  of  February  18,  1935.

Mrs.  Kathryn  Geddes  Conrad,  wife  of  Colonel  Bryan  Conrad. 
1891,  died  at  her  home  in  Winchester,  Virginia,  February  2,  1935, 
Besides  her  husband,  a  daughter  I  Miss  Georgie  G.  Conrad)  survives. 

Samuel  Alexander  Ford,  1864,  died  at  the  home  of  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  Joseph  T.  Dupuy,  in  Lynchburg,  Virginia,  January  14,  1929. 
He  was  a  native  of  Cumberland  County,  Virginia,  and  was  born 
January  16,  1846.

Roberts — and  a  sister,  Miss  Martha  R.  Roberts. 

Lucius  Falkland  Cary,  '99,  died  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  No' 
ember  9,  1934,  aged  fifty-five.  Through  his  mother,  who  was  Miss 
Lily  Blair  McPhail,  he  was  descended  from  Judge  Paul  Carrington, 
Sr.,  a  member  of  Hampden-Sydney  "s  first  Board  of  Trustees  and 
prominent  in  the  days  of  the  Colony  and  in  the  early  history  of  the 
Commonwealth.  For  twenty-four  years.  Mr.  Cary  had  practiced 
law  in  Richmond,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  assist. mi 
City  Attornev.  His  wife  was  before  her  marriage  Miss  Alma  Cecil, 
daughter  of  Dr.  Russell  Cecil  and  sister  of  J.  M.  Cecil,  '10.  She  died 
several  years  ago,  leaving  two  sons  and  a  daughter,  who  survive 
their  father. 

Dr.  John  Baughor  Bittinger,  18S3,  died  at  his  home  in  Bunker 
Hill,  West  Virginia.  November  22,  1934.  He  was  the  second  son  of 
Rev.  M.  H.  Bittinger,  ami  was  born  in  Monroe  County  (now) 
West  Virginia,  in  1861.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary  in  the  Class  of  1887,  was  ordained  by  Lexington  Pn 
terv  in  1888,  and  had  been  pastor  of  churches  in  Huttonsville,  West 
Virginia;  at  Rich  Valley,  Virginia,  in  Jefferson  City,  Tennessee;  and 
at  Gerrardstown,  West  Virginia,  at  which  place  he  had  served  for 
twelve  years,  retiring  in  1931,  because  of  failing  health.  From  1907, 
to  the  time  of  his  death  Dr.  Bittinger  was  a  trustee  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  Four  of  his  sons  have  been  students  at  the  College: 
S.  Moffett,  '17;  John  B.,  Jr.,  '21.  M.  H.  '24.  and  Charles  L.,  '29. 
These  with  his  wife,  a  daughter,  and  a  son  Dr.  W.  Price  Bittinger 
survive.  Dr.  Bittinger  was  a  loyal  and  interested  alumnus,  a  faithful 
trustee,  a  sound  and  evangelical  preacher,  and  a  good  man  much 
re  pi  cted  by  all  who  knew  him. 

Mr.  George  Viele  Scott,  Sr..  died  suddenly  of  a  heart  attack 
November  8.  1934.  at  his  home  in  Nottoway  County,  Virginia.  He 
was  the  father  of  George  V.  Scott,  Jr.,  '29,  now  of  Richmond, 
Virginia.  Mr.  Scott  was  prominently  connected  with  the  civic  and 
financial  affairs  of  his  county. 

Stephen  Erasmus  Reed,  1898,  late  mayor  of  Palestine.  Te 
died  at  his  home  in  that  city,  November  29,  1934.  Mayor  Reed  was 
born  in  Boonville,  Texas,  December  29,  1875,  son  of  Mr.  Wiley  Reed 
and  Jennie  McCalloch  Reed.  For  many  years  he  was  engaged  in  t he 
cotton  business  in  Galveston  and  in  Palestine.  It  has  been  said  of 
him  "In  public,  as  well  as  in  private  affairs,  he  was  famous  for  his 
'square  deal'  policies  on  all  matters  .  .  .  He  was  held  in  esteem  and 
respect  by  all  the  city  employees  and  was  beloved  by  hundreds  of 
friends."  He  left  a  widow  who  before  her  marriage  was  Miss  Mabel 
Gooch,  a  sister,  and  a  brother. 

Robert  Finley  Dunlap,  '94.  died  October  28,  1934,  at  his  home  in 
Hinton,  West  Virginia.  He  was  one  of  our  most  distinguished  alumni 
and  had  taken  high  rank  at  the  bar  and  in  business  circles;  and, 
withal,  was  a  most  active  and  useful  worker  in  the  church. 

Mrs.  Mary  C.  Hutcheson  died  at  the  home  of  her  son,  Judge 
Robert  F.  Hutcheson,  '98,  at  Charlotte  Courthouse,  Virginia,  on 
March  IS,  1935.  She  is  survived  by  a  large  number  of  children  and 
grandchildren.

In  one  of  his  letters  he  speaks  of  a  great  revival  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  where  Dr.  John  Holt  Rice  was  teaching 
at  the  time. 


President  Philip  Cary  Adams,  '21 

PHILIP  CARY  ADAMS,  A.  B.  Class  1921,  was  in- 
augurated as  President  of  the  Presbyterian  Junior 
College  on  February  28,  1935.  Dr.  J.' D.  Eggleston 
brought  greetings  from  Mr.  Adams'  alma  mater  and 
Secretary  Walker  spoke  at  the  banquet  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  alumni.  Representatives  of  all  the  leading 
colleges  and  universities  of  North  Carolina  were  present. 
The  highlight  of  the  occasion  was  the  thoughtful  and  well- 
delivered  address  of  President  Adams. 

The  scores  of  alumni  who  remember  Cary  Adams  with 
affection  and  admiration,  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that  he 
has  developed  into  what  his  fine  qualities  warranted — a 
strong  and  useful  man.  His  leadership  as  an  athlete,  his 
services  in  France  for  more  than  a  year  during  the  war, 
and  his  hard  battles  against  economic  stress,  he  has 
turned  to  admirable  account  in  fitting  himself  to  be  a 
leader  of  youth.  After  his  graduation  from  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  (1925),  he  filled  pastorates  most  ac- 
ceptably in  Winchester,  Roxboro,  North  Carolina,  and 
Wilmington,  North  Carolina.  He  has  been  a  leader  in 
young  peoples'  conferences  for  a  great  number  of  years, 
serving  at  Davidson  College,  Granville  and  Massanetta 
Springs.  It  was  his  great  success  in  winning  the  confidence 
and  cooperation  of  young  people  that  turned  the  Trustees 
of  Presbyterian  Junior  College  to  him.  Those  officials  and 
a  host  of  other  friends  believe  that  Cary  Adams  will 
achieve  good  success  in  his  new  field  of  labor. 
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Some  Ancient  History 

CONSIDERABLE  interest  has  been  aroused  among 
the  Alumni  "of  other  days,"  by  President  Eggles- 
ton's  article  in  the  October  issue  of  The  Record  in  regard 
to  Dr.  John  W.  Draper  and  his  camera.  Mr.  John  M. 
Reynold's,  of  Norfolk,  Virginia,  Class  of  1878,  has  sent 
Dr.  Eggleston  a  clipping  from  the  Central  Presbyterian, 
of  January  29,  1902 — "First  Photograph  of  a  Human 
Being" — which  is  so  interesting  that  we  print  it  in  full 
as  follows: 

FIRST  PHOTOGRAPH  OF  A  HUMAN  BEING 

Rev.  Carr  Moore,  of  Bridgewater,  Virginia,  sends  to  the  Phila- 
delphia Presbyterian  some  interesting  comment  of  a  historical  nature 
upon  the  following,  which  appeared  in  that  paper  in  the  issue  of 
January  Nth: 

"Anna  Catherine  Draper  died  at  her  home  in  Hastings,  New 
York,  in  December  last,  in  her  ninety-fifth  year.  She  came  from  an 
old  English  family,  and  had  lived  at  Hastings  for  forty  years.  Miss 
Draper  is  said  to  have  been  the  first  woman  in  the  world  to  have  her 
photograph  taken.  Her  brother,  Dr.  John  W.  Draper,  invented  a 
process  by  which  a  daguerreotype  could  be  made  in  six  minutes. 
Under  previous  methods  it  took  an  hour,  and  no  one  could  pose  that 
long.  Miss  Draper's  picture  was  a  success,  and  it  created  great 
interest.  The  original  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Lord  Herschel's 
heirs  in  England.  In  1893  the  American  Ambassador  to  England 
tried  to  get  the  original  to  exhibit  at  the  World's  Fair  in  Chicago. 
Lord  Herschel's  heirs  denied  that  they  had  it,  and  there  was  con- 
siderable contention,  but  finally  the  original  daguerreotype  was 
found.  Copies  were  made,  and  the  original  was  placed  on  exhibition. 
After  the  fair  it  was  taken  back  to  England." 

In  regard  to  this  daguerreotype,  Mr.  Moore  writes  a  private 
letter,  but  deeming  the  matter  of  interest  to  our  readers,  we  take  the 
liberty  of  publishing  it.  The  writer  says: 

"Dr.  John  W.  Draper  was  Professor  of  Physics  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  Prince  Edward  county,  Virginia,  at  the  time 
Daguerre  was  experimenting  with  the  daguerreotype.  As  is  well 
known  Daguerre  could  only  get  heliographic  returns  from  inanimate 
nature,  due  to  the  slowness  of  his  process.  Dr.  Draper,  somewhere 
between  1 835  and  1845  (I  write  wholly  from  memory  of  reported 
facts  when  I  was  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney  College)  is  said  to 
have  succeeded  in  getting  by  Daguerre's  methods  the  first  picture  of 
a  person,  and  that  person  was  doubtless  the  sister,  whose  death  you 
record.  The  camera  obscura  with  which  this  picture  of  the  first 
living  being  was  secured,  was  the  most  valued  possession  of  the 
museum  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  when  I  left  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  in  1885.  The  encyclopaedias  give  credit  to  Dr.  Draper,  of 
New  York,  for  this  first,  picture  of  a  human  being.  If  credit  to  whom 
credit  is  due  still  obtains,  it  seems  that  it  should  be  Dr.  Draper,  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  Virginia,  and  the  positive  proof  can  be 
found  in  the  old  instrument  with  which  he  took  it,  lying  unknown  to 
archaeologists — dust-covered  perhaps,  at  Hampden-Sydney  College 


to-day.  It  would  be  a  rich  benefit  both  to  the  endowment  fund  of  the 
college  and  to  the  history  of  great  deeds,  if  some  historical  society 
of  large  means  would  place  it  wrhere  its  preservation  would  fie 
assured. 

Mr.  Reynolds  also  sent  another  clipping — "A  Secret 
Meeting" — in  which  is  recorded  the  religious  conditions 
existing  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  the  days  of 
Cary  Allen,  1788,  and  William  Hill,  1789.  The  former  was  a 
prominent  preacher  and  teacher  in  Kentucky,  and  the 
latter  a  well-known  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  Valley  of  Virginia.  These  young  men  in  a  time  of 
atheistic  tendencies  in  Virginia  organized  a  Christian 
movement  in  the  College  that  swept  through  the  insti- 
tution and  spread  out  into  the  surrounding  country  and 
into  other  colleges,  a  part  of  "The  Great  Awakening" 
of  1787.  The  editors  hope  that  many  other  Alumni  will 
be  stimulated  by  Mr.  Reynolds'  example  to  send  in 
articles  of  interest  and  importance  touching  the  history 
of  the  College. 


Good  News  from  a  Far  Country 

A  LETTER  recently  received  by  Miss  Elizabeth 
Eggleston  from  a  friend,  has  this  to  say  about  John 
Howard  Childrey,  who  was  at  Hampden-Sydney,  1920-21, 
and  graduated  from  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in 
1926.  He  was  later  a  Fellow  in  Mayo  Clinic,  Rochester, 
Minnesota.  The  letter  says: 

"In  the  spring  of  1932,  when  my  husband  and  I  were  in  Cali- 
fornia, he  was  a  patient  in  the  famous  Sansum  Clinic.  It  was  decided 
that  his  tonsils  should  be  removed;  and  when  I  seemed  reluctant 
Dr.  Sansum  assured  us  that  he  had  one  of  the  most  skilled  surgeons 
on  the  coast,  quite  well  known  for  his  tonsil  operations. 

"He  proved  to  be  John  Childrey,  a  former  Hampden-Sydnev 
student.  He  said,  'Dr.  Eggleston  may  not  remember  my  name  until 
he  is  reminded  that  I  was  one  of  the  boys  who  stayed  over  to  prune 
the  trees  on  the  campus.'  (This  was  when  Dr.  Eggleston  was  giving 
the  campus  a  vigorous  treatment,  having  trees  trimmed,  stumps 
blown  up,  and  gullies  filled. )  Before  Sam  had  had  time  to  recover 
from  the  tonsil  operation,  I  developed  a  condition  which  made  it 
necessary  for  me  to  be  rushed  to  the  Mayo  Hospital  for  an  operation. 

"  Dr.  Childrey,  who  had  been  a  surgeon  at  Mayo's,  just  took  me 
in  hand  and  made  every  arrangement  for  me,  so  that  when  we 
reached  Rochester,  everything  was  ready  and  their  best  surgeon 
was  waiting  for  me.  So,  I  probably  owe  my  life  to  that  Hampden- 
Sydney  boy  away  out  on  the  Pacific  Coast!" 

Note:  Dr.  Childrey  is  at  the  Sansum  Clinic,  Santa  Barbara, 
California.

Basket  Ball  Season  Review,  1934-35 

CAPTAIN  "Bill"  Formwalt,  of  Sykesville,  Maryland, 
piloted  a  good  Tiger  team  through  the  winter  sports 
season,  which  finished  with  a  better  than  even  record. 
The  schedule  had  few  soft  spots  and  state  competition  was 
stiff er  than  usual.  Had  the  Tiger  Chief  been  supported 
with  more  scoring  strength,  several  of  the  close  games 
dropped  might  have  been  turned  into  victories  for  a  top 
flight  position  in  the  state  race.  The  University  of  Rich- 
mond with  its  greatest  team  in  history  turned  the  Garnet 
and  Gray  back  twice.  Both  games  were  cleverly  played 
and  hard  fought.  The  strength  of  our  rival  was  shown  by 


its  perfect  record  of  twenty  victories.  Richmond  num- 
bered among  its  victims  Virginia,  Maryland,  William  and 
Mary,  Emory  and  Henry,  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute, 
Washington  and  Lee  and  many  other  strong  combines. 

The  Tigers  closed  the  season  with  some  fast  games 
against  a  clever  and  experienced  Lynchburg  College  squad. 
On  the  Hill  City  court,  which  has  always  been  difficult  for 
Tiger  Basketeers,  the  Hornets  eked  out  a  victory  by  the 
margin  of  four  points.  The  final  count  resulted  in  a 
36-32  score. 

A  few  days  later  the  Lynchburg  squad,  augumented 
and  supported  by  the  student  body  and  faculty,  marched 
down  on  Death  Valley  to  remove  the  jinx  and  settle  all 
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doubts  of  basket  ball  supremacy.  After  forty  minutes  of 
top  speed  play,  the  Tigers  knotted  the  series.  They 
turned  back  the  Hornets  by  a  scant  three  points.  Ar- 
rangements were  made  for  a  playoff.  The  Lynchburg 
Armory  was  picked  for  the  scene  of  this  classic.  A  packed 
house  saw  these  two  evenly  matched  teams  battle  to  a  one 
point  victory  for  the  Hornets.  Both  teams  played  ex- 
cellent basket  ball  to  bring  down  the  curtain  on  this 
popular  indoor  sport.  The  following  men  were  awarded 
monograms  by  the  athletic  council :  Bill  Formwalt  (Capt.), 
of  Sykesville,  Maryland;  Bill  Thomas,  of  Staunton,  Vir- 
ginia; Mack  Owen,  of  Richmond,  Virginia;  Fritz  Ebel,  of 
Richmond,  Virginia;  Charlie  Bernier,  of  Hampden- 
Sydney;  David  Rice,  of  Richmond.  Virginia;  Hokie 
Apperson  (Mgr.),  of  Richmond,  Virginia.  These  men  are 
all  expected  to  return,  except  Owen  and  Apperson,  who 
will  graduate.  Both  of  the  seniors  will  be  missed  next 
season.  Owen  is  not  only  a  fine  player,  but  one  of  our 
best  campus  leaders.  He  is  also  captain  of  track.  Apperson 
has  been  a  capable  manager  and  is  very  active  in  other 
activities  on  the  campus.  He  deserves  credit  for  his  un- 
tiring efforts  in  putting  over  intra-mural  sports,  especially 
boxing.  The  team  elected  Dave  Rice,  of  Richmond, 
captain  for  next  season.  Rice  is  a  smart  little  player  and 
should  lead  the  best  team  Hampden-Sydney  has  had  in 
years.  John  Kenyon  was  named  manager  for  next  year.

The  Whites  found  the  range  to  score  one  touch- 
down, but  the  Reds  piled  up  a  lead  which  ended  the  game 
in  a  39-6  score.
